If the Food & Drug Adminis- 
tration is weakened by industry 
or Congressional attacks, your 
own protection against adulter- 
ated foods and dangerous cos- 
metics and drugs also is weak- 
ened. 

The purity of the foods you 
eat is controlled by Federal law. 
The law says that an agricul- 
tural commodity is “adulterated” 
if it bears or contains a pesticide 
which is “unsafe”. Chemicals 
found to induce cancer in test 
animals are considered by the 
law to be unsafe. The weed-kill- 
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ltested and approved by the 
|agency itself, plus those checked 
‘and cleared by local health de- 
partments and private labs. 


The food and drug laws do 
‘/much to guard us from danger- 
ous products beyond the prob- 
lem of chemicals. used in food 
production and processing. One 
of the most important activities 
of the F. D. A. is protecting the 
women in your family against 
| dangerous cosmetics. 

Apparently you can’t depend 
on even well-known manutac- 
turers to take sufficient precau- 
, tions on their own account. For 
,example, Richard Hudnut re- 
;cently brought out their “Fash- 
,ion Quick” Salon-Tested perma- 
nent wave kit. Well, maybe it 
was “salon--tested”’, whatever 
that means, but it certainly 
wasn’t sufficiently consumer- 
tested. After the kit went on sale 
the Hudnut people learned that 
if the neutralizer gets into the 
,eyes of the user, it can cause a 
serious irritation for days. The 
,Hudnut Company sent out a 
warning this past September 


izer, and replaced it with an- 
other, safer neutralizing solu- 
tion. 


But because the first warning 
didn’t get much publicity, the 
F. D. A. stepped in and sent 
out another warning. 


The wave kit in question is 
Hudnut’s “Fashion Quick”, not 
the Hudnut kit simply called 
“Quick”.

You can be pretty sure that 
the Eisenhower Administration, 
dominated by the big industrial, 
commercial, and financial inter- 
ests, isn’t going to over-encour- 
age the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration to be vigilant. 


But eternal vigilance is not 
only the price of iiberty, it’s the 
price of health. 


A PUBLIC HEALTH OFFICER 
of the Government was trounced 
by the tobacco interests not long 
since for calling attention to 
what evidence there is that cig- 
arettes tend to cause lung can- 
cer. The tobacco industry is a 
big one, and the incomes of 
many people depend on it. Prob- 
ably even some of the unionized 
workers in that industry get sore 
when they hear about scientists 
who obstinately print their find- 
ing about lung cancer. 

The fact remains that the 
public’s diet and the public’s 
health are best served by out- 
spokenness, and not by hush- 
hush, even if the outspeakers 
sometimes make a blunder. For 
one blunder that is made by the 
outspoken folk, a thousand are 
| made by the hush-hushers.

Squeezing does 


mot prove case 


Squeezing a package of frozen 
food to test its hardness is not 
a guide to the quality of the 
contents. A frozen food package 
feels just as solid after storage 
at 20 degrees F. as it does after 
storage at zero. 

But storage at zero or below 
is needed to maintain the origi- 
nal quality of the food, scientists 
of the Department of Agricul- 
ture Research Service report. 

Peach slices turn brown after 
two weeks at 20 degrees F. But 
at zero or lower, peaches hold 
their color for two years or long- 
er. At 30 degrees F, color loss in 
green vegetables is sixty times 
as great as at zero.

CELERY is the accompani- 
ment of so many meals in the 
winter season, and we take it so 
much for granted that it is dif- 
ficult to realize what a relative 
newcomer it is to our tables. 


It has only been produced 
commercially for less than a 
century, and has been in use in 
this country only since 1874, 
when a group of Dutch settlers 
in Michigan brought it with 
them from Holland. 

They used to Sell it to the 
Michigan Central Railway and 
to its passengers along the route, 
and only later was it available 
all over the country. 


Perhaps tucked away in some 
dim corner you still have your 
grandmother’s ‘celery glass’, a 
tall handsome vase-like contain- 
er in which the delicately 
blanched stalks of celery were 
stood, gracing many a table in 
those days. 


There was current, too, the old 
joke about the stage “Irishman” 
who exclaimed, in astonishment: 

“Why, they’re eating the bo- 
quet.” aa 

Now we used it cooked .and 
raw, in stuffings, soups and in 
many dishes, and when we.serve 
it “as is” it is lying flat on a 
plate, but still the.favorite it 
always was. : 

Homer mentions it in the 
“Odyssey” and in the ninth cen+ 
tury there was mentionrof it, in 
a French poem, and.it seems 
strange that a vegetable known 
so long in Europe was.‘so late in 
coming to us. 

In spite of all this, modern 
nutritionists don’t give it much. 
It is great for the dieter of 
course, for it provides bulk with- 
out calories. But neither does it 
have anything but-a trace of 
other food propertivs, a little, but 
very little, vitamin C, and 
scarcely any of the other vita- 
mins or minerals. 

But in spite of the fact that it 
has no nutritional value, we’re 
not. going to give it up. It tastes 
so good!

Contamination of 
crops is disease 
Cause, Say union 


A demand has been made by | 
District 4 of the United Pack- 
inghouse Workers of America for | 
action at the Federal and State 
level requiring that toilet facili- 
ties’ be provided at all farm lo- 
cations where produce is being 
packed for shipment to the con- 
Suming public.

“California producers grow | 


and ship more than 50% of the 
total national production in 23 
agricultural crops which go di- 
rectly from the field to the retail 
Outlets. More than one hundred 
thousand people are involved in 
the harvesting of these com- 
modities.. There is no law on the 
atatute. books of California. or. 
the nation which requires that 
toilet facilities be provided for 
these workers. The result is that 
there is wholesale contamina- 
tion of raw vegetables and fruit 
before they reach the consumer’s 
table. This outrageous condition 
is undoubtedly the cause of the 
great increase in gastroenteric 
disease which in California 
ranks second as a cause of ill- 
ness. 9 = 

Ollman said that his organiza- 
tion called upon the California 
State Department of Public 
Health to sponsor such legisla- 
tion in the next session of the 
State Legislature. He said that 
the State of Oregon had passed 
legislation to that effect this 
year and that similar legislation 
would undoubtedly come before 
the next session of the Califor- 
nia Legislature.

The “open shop” executive 
secretary told his co-workers, “If 
a candidate for Assemblyman 
refuses to do this, deny him your 
support, be he Republican or 
Democrat.” — California Labor

Transit will hire | 
Key's bus drivers 


The following press release 
was issued by the Alameda- 
Contra Costa Transit District: 


More than 1,500 bus drivers, 
mechanics, clerks and other 
workers employed by Key System 
will be offered jobs by the Ala- 
meda- Contra Costa Transit Dis- 
trict when’ the ‘public agency 
goes into operation.

‘Tolerances on 
fresh meats may 
gyp the consumer 


Consumers who buy meats at 
self-service counters are facing 
a multi-million dollar gouge un- 
der mounting pressure by large 
retail food chains to permit 
weight tolerances on fresh pack- 
aged meats. 


The State Department of Agri- 
culture is showing evidence of 
weakening under the pressure. 

Under a bill passed by the 1957 
State legislature, the Department 
has scheduled hearings for De- 
cember 15-17 in Sacramento for 
the establishment of weight tol- 
erances for “packaged and proc- 
essed foods”. An item has been 
added to the agenda to consider 
the possibility of extending the 
tolerances to fresh meats. 

The California Labor Federa- 
| tion and the Butchers have been 

fighting to protect consumers. 
The issue boils down to this: 

A pound of fresh packaged 
meat loses as much as an ounce 
of weight over a day or two of 
being packaged in the self-serv- 

ice counter. The lost weight is 
; absorbed in the blotter under 
; the meat. If tolerances are al- 


SS 
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at the time of packaging, and 
the consumer has to absorb the 
lost weight through his pocket- 
_book when he buys the meat a 
\few days later. 


Max J.» Osslo, a Federation 
Veep and President of the West- 
ern Federation of Butchers of 
California, estimates that fresh 
meat tolerances would cost the 
consumers of San Diego alone in 
the neighborhood of $2 million 
or more a year. Statewide, the 
gouge would be many times this 
figure. — California Labor Fed- 
eration.

directly affiliated unions. © 
| The conference, to be held in 
Washington’s Willard Hotel, will 
| be used for the twin purpose of 
advising Congress of labor’s pro- 
gram and hearing from con- 
gressional leaders of their plans 
for the second session of the 
86th Congress. The leaders of 
both houses of Congresa and 
both political parties have been 
invited to address the session. 
The conference call warned 
that, during 1960, “labor will 
again have to be on guard 
against those who would shac 
the trade union movement wi 
unfair, restrictive laws even 
worse than the labor law” 
rammed through Congress this 
year by a coalition of reaction- 
ary Republicans and southern 
Democrats. . 
“This time,” Meany and 
Schnitzler wrote to leaders of 
affiliated bodies, “the historic 
steel strike will be used by the 
anti-labor forces as a pretext to 
foist upon uS measures that 
would destroy the system of free 
collective bargaining which has 
been so good for all America.”—

FEP chief tells 
how an early case 
was easily solved 


Edward W. Howden, chief, the 
new Division of Fair Employ- 
ment Practices of the State Gov- 
ernment,. says in the report to 
the Governor filed ‘monthly by 
the Department of Industrial 
Relations: 

The Commission’s first case 
‘success story” resulted from a 
complaint filed by a Negro ap- 
plicant for a position as auto 
salesman in a Bay Area new- 
car agency. 

The complainant stated that 
he was told by the company that 
he was well qualified but that 
he would have to work as an 
“outside” salesman rather than 
“on the floor.” 

The FEPC Commissioner to 
whom this case was assigned for 
investigation and a staff mem- 
ber promptly arranged a con- 
ference with the auto agency’s 
executives. 

In the course of this confer- 
ence the company representa- 
tives insisted that their employ- 
ment policy was nondiscrimina- 
tory but acknowledged that the 
complainant was probably bet- 
ter qualified than either of the 


# two white applicants who were 


hired at the same time. 

Finally, the sales manager— 
‘who had been out of town at the 
time of the alleged discrimina- 
tion — made a specific offer to 
hire the complainant. 

The case was subsequently 
closed as satisfactorily adjusted, 
on two grounds: the offer to 
hire and the strong commit- 
ment by the respondent com- 
pany concerning its future ob- 
servance of a consistent fair em- 
ployment policy. 

The complainant, who mean-

job, expressed his warm appreci- 
ation of the handling and out- 
come of the case. 

Not all cases, however, can be 
resolved in a single conference. 
Others currently under investi- 
gation are considerably more 
complex, time consuming, and 
difficult to decide.
